This is no new idea. It was sug- 


gested several years ago when Con- 
way, 
a city smaller than ours, put its 


own municipal plant under a special 
commission. 
But Conway did that 


because it wanted to borrow some 
money against the plant in order to 
help out the colleges that are situated 
there. 


Hope has no thought of borrowing 


money against its own plant. 
But 


ever since the 1940 census showed us 
to have made the largest population 
percentage gain in the state we have 
had notice served on us by unescap- 
ablc facts that the Village of Hope has 
grown up to be the City of Hope. 


And a city must rccogni/e sooner 


or later that a business undertaking 
the size of a municipal water & light 
limit operates to better advantage 
mdcr a long-term commission than 
under a short-term council.

The other municipal question we are 


dealing with today concerns the city 
and the Hope public schools. 


I have been on record for several 


years, back when I served a term 
on the school board, as favoring the 
lax recognition of the public schools 
oy the City of Hope. 


Being a municipally-owned enter- 


prise the city's water & light plant 
is exempt from local taxation just as 
any other city-owned properly is.
